State Factory Inspector Hiller is pre- 
paring orders to the proprietors of St. 
Louis laundries, commanding them to 
provide seats for their women and girl 
employes. : 

Printed notices to this effect will be 
served Monday, and, should they not he 
complied with, suits will at once be in- 
stituted by City Attérney Anderson, 
and the proprietors will be prosecuted 
in the police courts. 

“I am going to se that this law is 
strictly enforced,’’ said Mr. Anderson 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday. 
“From the testimony of Mr. Hiller and 
others, who have observed the condi- 
tions of the laundries, I am convinced 
that the conditions at best are deplora- 
ble, and something should be done for 
the women.and gir:s who are compelled 
to earn their living in these places. 

“The law rrovides that women shall 
not be compelled to stand on their feet 
all day to perform any kind of work. 
I am aware that much of the work in 
a laundry cannot be done while the 
worker is seated. But that is not the 
fault of the framers of law. A woman 
should ont be compelled to stand on 
her feet 10 hours a day, and five hours 
at a stretch without a rest. The law 
was passed to prevent this. 

“If the work cannot be done and the 
women permitted to git, the laundry- 
men must shift: their forces so that they 
‘an have times when they can work 
at somethinz else and remain seated. 
Ir this cannot be done, then the laun- 
drymen must shut down their machines 
and sive the women a certain amount 
of rest, say tén minutes at intervals.” 

One Laundry Obeys Order. 

Mr. Anderson said that prosecutions 
would not be instituted until the orders 
had been served and the laundrymen 
had been given.an opportunity to obey 


them.

are large windows on every side and 
fresh air is constantly entering. 

The floor is dry and clean. There ifs 
an absence of visible vapors and the 
asr is dry. Women and girls of all agea 
are at work, those of 60 and of 14 years 


dving the same tasks. The girls are re- 
quired to obtain permits from the fac- 
toiy irspector before being emplvyed. 

Ifost of the women and girls are paid 
$6 a week for their services at the man- 
gle. The head mangle girl, one at each 
machine, is puid $6 a week. Ten hours; 
constitutes a day’s work. 

On the second floor are ironed the 
siiirts, collars, cuffs, shirt waists and 
other garments. The same conditions as 
to light and ventilation exist here 4s 
on tie first floor. The machines are 
diferent. however, and the girl who 
stunds over one of the machines that 
icuns anc polishes the bosom of a shirt 
has a task that is more than passing 
wart::. Right in front of her is a hvol- 
low tube about eight inches in diameter 
and four feet long. Inside this roller is 
a series of gas jets, all lighted, which 
keep the roller hot enough to give the 
required luster. 


Change of Work Often. ; 


But a girl is not required to remain 
long over this particular machine. 
With the completion of the bosom she 


takeS the garment to another machine 
and begins another king of work. 

One girl who was at a shirt machine 
said she had been in the laundry for 
five years. She makes $7.50 a week 
and says she likes the work better 
than anything else she has ever done. 
She said that in summer the heat is 
often excessiv@, but she dresses so as 
to obtain. as much comfort as possible. 

In the winter, she said, the work is 
pleasant. Sh» has worked in _  fac- 
tories and has sewed, but she says 
that in tne laundry she gets a chance 
to walk from one place to another, a 
div rs on not to be found in other 
employment. Girls employed on the 
shirt machines get from $7 to $10 a 
week. 

Twenty women and girls are em; 
ployed in the hand ironing depart- 
ment. Ladies’ shirtwaists are nearly 
all ironed in this manner, as are 
men’s negligee shirts. Knit under- 
wear, too, is all ironed by hand. The 
women doing this class of work are 
in the center of the room. They heat 
their irons by gas, ani the tempera- 
ture or the room tis not so high as 
that of the average kitchen, owing to 
the sige of the room and to ventila- 
tion. . 

On the same floor all the marking 
amd sorting is done, and the girls who 
do this work have comparatively easy 
tasks. Their work is done in a cool 
place, and they are paid $12 a week. 

The washing is all done tn the base- 
ment and is done by negro men.

Young Woman's Family Says 
Physician Reported Stom- 
ach Complication. 


According to press dispatches from? 
Rock Island, [l., the cause of death of 
Miss Celeste Mengotti of St. Louls, who 


died at the Villa de Chanta, a Visita- 
tiun convent in Rock Island, last Tues- 
day, was blood poisoning, resulting from 
the mistaken application for a liniment. 

Miss Mengotti's mother and five sis- 
ters, who live at 2323 Whittemore place, 
say that the cause of their sister’s death 
was a combination of stomach troubles. 

“The physician who wrote to us and 
who issued the burial certificate,”” said 
Miss Mary Mengotti, “said that it was 
some form of tritis, I think. There 
was nothing said of any potsoning.” 

Miss eye ey who was 23 years old, 
had gone to the convent a month ago 
on a visit. While there she caught a 
severe cold, which resulted in digestive 
complications and muscular rheumatism, 
A week before her death, is is said, she 
went to a medicine closet and obtained 
a bottle which she supposed to contain 
liniment. 

The bottle ‘contained corrosive sub- 
limate, or bichloride of mercury, dis- 
solved in wood alcohol. The. label of 
poison was on the bottle. She took the 
solution to a friend, an elderly wom- 
an, according to dispatches, and asked 
that some of the liquid might be rubbed 
on her back and arms. As the old wom- 
an had r eyesight, she did not see 
the label and she rubdbed in the solu- 
tion, thinking it was linament. The 
burns which resulted caused blood poi- 
soning t oset in; and her death resulted 
in the convent Tuesday morning. 

The mother and two of the _ sisters 
went on immediately on being notified 
by the Mother Superior and brought the 
body home Wednesday. It was buried 
in Calvary Cemetery. 

Miss Mengotti’s mother and sisters are 
prostrated. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
they said that the nuns at the convent 
had-informed them of the young wom- 
an’s illness, but that they did not think

ELEVENTH HOUR PENITENCE. 

“It is announced that an order will go out to the 
departments in a few days enjoining a strict ad- 
herence to the eight-hour law in all Government 
contracts. This has been one of the most insistent 
demands of organized labor, and, it will be re- 
membered, was one of the topics discussed a few 
months ago when Mr. Gompers and a delegation 
of unionists visited President Roosevelt and Speaker 
Cannon. . 

At the same time it is given out that a party 
conference is called for next Monday at Oyster Bay. 
Speaker Cannon will be there, Chairman Sherman of 
the Republican Congressional Committee and other 
seasoned campaigners. Immediate attention will be 
paid to the party needs in Maine, where Congressman 
Littlefield’s re-election is being bitterly contested by 
the Federation of Labor. 

It is an interesting coincidence. The sudden deter- 
mination to enforce the eight-hour law, the party 
conference at Oyster Bay and the sorrows of Little- 
field—the President and Speaker Cannon have rea- 
son to be disturbed and disquieted. 

The echoes of Gompers’ warning to the President 
are beginning to be heard. He meant what he 
said. | 

Hitherto Mr. Roosevelt has been popular among 
labor union people. They respect’ him for his good 
intentions and are not offended when he bluntly 
tells them he doesn’t agree with them. But it is evi- 
dent that his good intentions are not enough to 
protect. the party against their resentment, and 
the peril appears first in Maine, where Congressmen 
are elected. in September. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s personal popularity is an element 
of strength. But it won’t cover the cracks in plat- 
form pledges, or protect Republican candidates who 
have broken their promises to “do something for 
labor.” The order to enforee the eight-hour law 
is a sort of eleventh-hour repentance, but it is not 
enough to quiet the apprehension of the guilty. The

THE CASE OF RUBBER. 

One of the explanations for the removal of the 
internal reveitue tax from “denatured alcohol” is 
that Congress wished to supply cheap fuel for the 
automobile of the future. 

This is something to be grateful for. But when 
Congress removed the internal revenue tax to cheap- 
en denatured alcohol, every Republican Congressman 
who voted on that measure knew a good deal about 
the subject of automobiles he did not put on rec- 
ord. 

For example, as soon as it became apparent that 
bicycles and automobiles would come into use all 
over the country, increasing the demand for cheap 
rubber, a Dingley trust was organized to tax the 
American public for all the traffic’ would bear on 
rubber in all the forms of its use. 

There may be now a variety of these rubber trusts, 
but the chief among them, the United States Rubber 
Yo., values its opportunity for monopoly under the 
Dingley system at $50,783,000. That is, it has issued 
$23,666,000 in commoh stoek, $28,640,000 in “first 
preferred” and $8,477,000 in “second preferred,” on 
which, in addition to its bonds, it assesses all who 
use rubber goods, that it may collect its Dingley rate 
of protection for monopoly. 

This protection for the Rubber Trust runs from 
30 cents on the dollar of value to 15 cents on the 
pound of weight and 50 cents on the dollar. For 
example, the trust is protected in selling a common 
rain coat to a consumer by 50 cents on each dollar of 
its price and in addition to this by 15 cents on each 
pound of its weight. 

Every pound of rubber necessary for American 
progress in the use of automobiles, electric devices 
and everything else, is monopolized by a Dingley 
tax which prevents competition with the United 
States Rubber Co, and its allies. 

In making appropriations of nearly $900,000,000, 
representing taxation of $55 on every family in the 
eountry, Congress reduced taxation in only a single 
case. It removed the tax on denatured aleohol to 
cheapen it. By the same logic, it “stood pat” on 
the Dingley rubber tax and all other taxes which 
protect Dingley monopolies in charging Dingley 
prices. 
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It seems to be a $2,000,000,000 country so far as 

the railroads are concerned, their total gross earn- 

ings in the year ending June 30 being estimated at 
$2,328,000,000. 
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The President, acting as mediator, may be able to 
scoop the correspondents and find out the cause of 
war between Salvador and Honduras and Guate- 
mala.

CHERBOURG, July 21.—Before sailing 
for home in the Hamburg-American 
liner America yesterday John D. Rocke- 
feller, nettled by stories of his wealth 
in Paris newspapers, said his fortune 
barely exceeded $300,000,000, whicu is a 
total smaller that that generally credit- 
ed to Andrew Carnegie. 

For the last few “days several of the 
Paris papers haveen heen figuring what 
wonders might be accomplished by the 
mere power of the ofl king’s gold, all 
estimates of his fortune being $1,000,000, - 
000 or 5,000,000,000 frances. It has been 
set forth that this estimate is drawn 
from the amount of Rockefeller’s wealth 
current in the United State, 

Whe he was boarding the Amerika a 
French reporter approached Rocefeller 
and ventured a question on the opinion 
of one newspaper that the oil king, with 
his “pyramid of golden eagles,’’ might 
almost preserve the peace of the world. 
Rockefeller turned on his questioner 
and snapped out: : 

“That's ridiculous. In the first place, 
when nations become crazed with pas- 
sion all the money in the universe won't 
keep them from fighting, and, in the 
second place, I am not a billfonaire. I 
have not got one-third of a billion. It 
is wrong forthe newspapers to publish 
such a statement, and I regret it.”

Ministers Merry and Combs today ad- 
vised the State Department that Hon- 
duras, Guatemala and Salvador had 
signed the following artic'es of peace: 

Article 1. Peace established; with- 
drawal of armies within three days; 
disarmament in eight days. 

Article 2. Exchange of prisoners; the 
release of political prisoners; general 
amnesty recommended. 

Article 3. Vigiance of emigrados in 
order to prevent abuse of asylum. 

Article 4, To negotiate treaty of 
friendship, commerce and navigation 
within two months. 

Article 5. Any difficulties over treaty 
and all future concrete complaints be- 
tween the three countries shall be sub- 
mitted to arbitration by the President 
of the United States and tht President 
of Mexico. 

Article 6. This treaty made with the 
moral sanction of the meditailng na- 
tions and others assisting at the -con- 
xerence, namely, Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua.
